A FEW REMARKS AOUT THE WAY HE I8 

TREATED IN TBE KOUTIERN STATES. 

What o eplendid time a’ man would have 
in this world if he would only attend to his 
own business and keep out of what doesn't 
concern him. 

The truth of this haa often appeared 
plain to me when it was too late.

MR WILKIE COLLINS'S REMINIS- 

; CENCES. 

‘The Suna number of Mr Harry Quiltsr'a 
Universal Review contains a paper entitled 
* Rominisconces of a Story-Tellor,’ in which 
the veteran” novelist Mr Wilkie Collins 
takes the world into his confidence and tells 
some stories of his: thirty-cight years’ ex- 
perience of novel. readers. It will be re- 
membered that Mr Quilter recently wrote 
an culogium of Mr Collina’s novels fur the 
Contemporary Review—a service which he 
hastens to acknowledge by the article 
now beforsas, His stories are very inter- 
esting—overythiog that cumes from Mr 
Colline’s pen must needs he that—but 
still wo think that many readers: will be 
dizapppointed in them. There have been 
many predecessors in the ‘same kind of 
wri , and the standard of public expect- 
ation is high. . Mr, Collins, however, has 
confined himself'to his ‘experienes of the 
readera of novels,’ and it is perhaps some- 
what ungracious to expect reminiscences of 
another kind. Mr Collins, some years. 
since was-guest at a large dinner party. 
Tho master of the house presented him to 
the lady whom he waa to cscort.to dinner ; 
saying sotio voce, ‘There's adevilish guoddin- | 
day—leave it to the lady to do all the 
” Unfortunately, in the confusion, 
neither bad caught the other's name. When 
they had arrived at the second act tn the 
drama of dioner—the fish act—the lady ‘be- 
gan ta talk of novels :—‘ To a-man who has 
been hard at work all day writings novel”

ness which stimulstes the mind. I 
listened lnnguidly. 0 lady’s mothod of 
criticiam divided the works of my colleagues 
into books that sho liked ond books that 
she hated. On my side I made such polite 
answers a3 aro consistent with proper at- 
tention to one’s fiah ; and I really thought 
we three—I mean the lady,, the fish, and 
the presont: writer—were getting on very 
well, whon she suddenly turned on ine, 
liké a person inspired by a new. idea, and 
mid: Z hope you don’t like Wilkie 
Colline’s novels?” The onviable faculty 
which can say the right thing on the spur 
of the moment ia possessed by few people ; 
and. I am not one of that quick-witted 
minority. The nearest visible refage I 
could sco presented itself under the form of 
provarication. I had only to remember 
that I kad written the novela, and the 
reply was obviogs:. “Thaven't read them.”’ 
The talk then flowed into other channels; 
and all seemed well. But Black Care pur-
